" and seventeen of the revised statutes as confers civil
jurisdiction on the county court of the county of St
Croix, be and the same is hereby repealed, and 4ll acts
and parts of acts amendatory of said chapter, so far as
they may confer or in any manner affect the civil juris-
diction of said county court are also hereby repealed,
and said county court is hereby divested of civil juris-
diction. .

SecrioN 2. The office of county judge of St. Croix Tobe slacied
county shall hereafter be a salaried office, and the pro-.
visions of chapter one hundred and twenty-one of the
general laws of 1868, entitled * an act relative to the
compensation of county judges,” are hereby declared
applicable thereto. ‘

ECTION 3. 'Fhis act shall take effect and be in force
from and after its passage.
